turnkeys took him aside then and 
urg ed him to be a man and m ake a 
clean breast o f the m atter. 
Robinson 
had adm itted that part of the story 
told by Mrs. Robinson w as true, and 
at last he Admitted that he w as im ­ 
plicated In tbe m urder, but declares 
that his w ife had fired the shot w hich 
killed Gibbs.

In reply to the tiriicle published in 
the Brainerd Journal under date of 
Oct. lith , the chairman of the repub­ 
lican 15th judicial committee has is­ 
sued the following statement:

virtues, aud very many of our heav­ 
iest offenses have been grafted by 
human imperfections ii|>on tho kind­ 
est of our affections.” 
For many years Mr. Coppernoll 
has lived in Wadena county, and no 
man living in any community in the 
state enjoys more fully the confidence 
and esteem of the commnnity in 
w h ic h he resides than ho. 
No resi­ 
dent of the village in which he resides 
does more to promote all good insti­ 
tutions which have their place in our 
midst than he; no sweeter or happier 
family lives among our people than 
his. 
The publication of this article was 
well known to George W. Holland 
and fully authorized by him before it 
appeared, and especially heinous is it 
coming from him, or with his sanc­ 
tion. The man he traduces, anti the 
good woman whose reputation he so 
recklessly seeks to ruin, have been b's

A subscriber to the Milwaukee Sen­ 
tinel is curious to knew the correct 
pronunciation of tin? Poiisli name Brzc- 
zcuski. 
Ile came across it in au ac­ 
count of an affray xviii all took place on 
Sobieski street, tluit city, ural evinced 
a desire to m aster its pronunciation. 
On investigation it xvas found that the 
name, if really spelled as indicated, 
must be pronounced Bsh-tehinski, the 
“rz” being sounded about as the Eng­ 
lish “sh.” and the “oz” as tho “tell” 
in ‘’hitching.” 
Some of the Poles iii 
Milwaukee are in favor of a reform 
iii the spelling of their names. 
As a 
m atter of fact the letters in the Polish 
alphabet do not represent the same 
sounds as the letters in the Latin or 
English alphabet. 
For instance, the 
Polish xv is equivalent to tin* English 
v, and the s sometime® assumes the 
sound of sh, the z that of tho English 
z in azure. The Polish tongue contains 
a great many more sounds than the 
old Latin did. and in order to express 
the additional sounds in Latin charac­ 
ters it xvas found necessary to combine 
different consonants. The result is that 
a person fam iliar only with the En­ 
glish language regards the Polish names 
as jaxv-breakers and despairs over their 
pronunciation. 
A reform in the spell­ 
ing of Polish names similar to the re­ 
form adopted by Mine. Modjeska in 
the spelling of lmr name would be a 
great relief to hundreds of people. 
Modjeska’s name in Polish is spelled 
Modrzjewska, in a manner in which 
no Englishman 
or 
American living 
would be able to pronounce. 
Cher- 
x inski would sound the same way as 
Czerxxinski, only everybody would be 
able to read it.

“Turtle fishing is carried on to a con­ 
siderable extent in the vicinity of tho 
Gulf of Mexico.” said O. L. Davidson, 
of Atlanta, at the Laclede last night, 
according to the St. Louis Blobe-Demo- 
crat. 
“The turtles that are most sought for 
are the ordinary green turtle and the 
hawk’s bill turtle. In the neighbor­ 
hood of Cuba the most peculiar method 
of securing the turtles is pursued. They 
train, or at least take advantage of the 
instincts of a certain species of fish 
The fish is called by the Spaniards 
rove (meaning reversed,)because its 
back is usually taken for Its belly. It 
h is an oval plate attached to its head, 
whose surface is traversed by parallel 
ridges. By this plate it can firmly ad­ 
here to any 
solid body it may choose. 
The boats which go in quest of turtles 
each carry a tub containing some of 
these reves. When the sleeping turtles 
are seen they are cautiously approach­ 
ed. and as soon as they are judged 
i ear enough, a rove is thrown into the 
•sea. 
“Fpon perceiving the tartic*, its in­ 
stinct teaches it to swim right toward 
it aud fix itself firmly upon the crea­ 
ture by 
its sucking 
disk. Sooner 
would the rove allow itself to be pulled 
to pieces than give lip its grip. A ring 
which xvas attached to the tail of the 
fish, in xvhich a string xvas fastened, 
allows the fisherman to pull in his 
prize. By a peculiar manipulation the 
rove is pulled off, and returned to the 
tub, to be ready for use again xvli«*«» 
Hie next turtle is sighted.”

T he appearance of the keeper, w ith 
liis pail of live gudgeon,, is the signal 
for sudden and intense excitem ent in 
the cages. The penguins wave tlieir 
little flippers and w addle to tin* door, 
w hence they peer 
eagerly dow n the 
wooden steps leading to the pool. The 
corm orant croaks and sw ays from *ki<* 
to side, and th e d arters poise their 
snaky heads and spread their batlike 
wings. A t the w ate r’s edge th e pen­ 
guins do not launch them selves upon 
the surface like other w aterfow ls, b u t 
instantly plunge beneath. 
Once below, an astonishing change 
takes place. T he slow, ungainly bird 
is tran sferred into a sw ift and bril­ 
liant creature, beaded w ith globules of 
quicksilver, w here the air clings to the 
close feathers, and flying through the 
clear and w aveless depths w ith arrow y 
speed and pow ers of turning far great­ 
er than any form of aerial tliglit.

On investigation it w as found th a t tin* 
nam e, if really spelled as indicated, 
m ust be pronounced K sh-tebinski, the

lish “sh.” and the “ez” as tho “tcli” 
in “hitching.” 
Some of the Poles in 
M ilwaukee are in favor of a reform 
in the spelling of th eir nam es. 
As a 
m atter of fact th e letters in th e Polish 
alphabet do not represent th e sam e 
sounds as the letters in the L atin or 
English alphabet. 
F or instimoe, the 
Polish w is equivalent to tlx* English 
v, and the s som etim es assum es the 
sound of sh, the z th a t of th e English 
z in azure. T he Polish tongue contains 
a great m any m ore sounds than the 
old Latin did, and in order to express 
tin* additional sounds in Lutin charac­ 
ters it w as found necessary to com bine 
different consonants. The result is th a t 
a person fam iliar only w ith the E n ­ 
glish language regards the Polish nam es 
as jaw -breakers and despairs over their 
pronunciation.
